The Treaty was not ideat, says Mr. 
Bakucn; but it was the best that could 
have been made at a time when some 
kind of treaty had to be made, and it 
would have been a good deal worse 
but for Mr. Witson. With the Re- 
publican Party committed to the doc- 
trine that everything done at Paris 
was wrong, dispassionate considera- 
tion of Mr. Barucn’s book can hardly 
be expected as yet.
